MAXWELL'S DOOM. 


Preller’s Murderer in the Shadow 
of the Gallows. _ 


His Case Thrown Out of- the 
U. S. Supreme Court. 


The Doomed Man Badly Broken Up by the 
News—An Interview With Him—Faunt- 
leroy and Clover Talk—A History of the 
Crime—The Last Hope Gone. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., January 2%.—The Su- 
preme Court of the United States to-day ren - 
dered a decision in thecase of Hugh M.Brooks, 
alias W. H. Maxwell, against the State of 
Missouri. This is the famous Maxwell—Preller 
murder case. Brooks, or Maxwell, the plain- 
tiffin error, is now in prison in the city of 


St. Louis under sentence of death for the 
murder of C. Arthur Preller, in April, 188. 
The case was brought to this court upon a 
writ of error to the Supreme Court of Missouri, 
and the decision here is upon a motion 
made the Attorney-General of that State to 
dismiss for want ot jurisdiction. This Court 
is unable, after acareful examination of the 
record, to find that tne plaintiff in 
error has been deprived of any right, privi- 
lege, or immunity guaranteed to him by the 
Constitution of the United States, and the mo- 
sion to dismiss for want of jurisdiction: is 
therefore granted. 

The decision was announced by Cnhief-Jus- 
tice Waite, and its effect is to affirm the sent- 
ence of death pronounced by the State Court.

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MAXWELL LEARNS HIS FATE. 


Preller’s Murderer for the First Time Loses 
His Wonderful Nerve. 


When the news from Washington was re- 
ceived at the Four Courts Building it spread 
like wildfire. 
informing each other of the news and 
cried i out in the court · rooms, 
offices and corridors. It created 
more excitement than any news that has been 
heard in the building foralongtime. At first 
the rumor came that the motion to dismiss 
the writ of error had been overruled and 
that Maxwell would get a hearing 


before the United States Supreme Court. This 
was denied, however, before it had time to 
spread far, but not before it had reached the 
little prisoner’s ears. en a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter visited the jail to 
break the news to him Maxwell 
displayed more excitement than he has at any 
time since his arrest. He was at the screen, 
pacing impatiently up and down, evidently 
1 attorney with news from Wash- 
ington. His face wore the pallorof death and he 
was extremely nervous in all his movements. 
As the reporter approached the outer gate of 
the jafl Maxwell espied him and stopped in his 
walk. He leaned his face ainst the screen 
and peered anxiously throug There was im- 
atience —— in hisevery movement and 
ook, and he appeared to be anxious to 
yell out aloud to the newsgatherer and 
ask what tidings he bore. The time it took to 
open the gate to admit the reporter must have 
seemed an age to him, for he left his stand 
and again commenced his nervous walk. As 
the ae reached the screen the little pris- 
oner threw himselfagainstitand said: ‘‘Weil?’’

No man 
was ever hungin this country, when a dis- 
senting opinion in the case said he had not 
been granted a fair trial in morejinstances 
than one. Maxwell certainly did not 
have a fair trial. There are four affi-\ 
davits on file, which are uncontradicted 
tofthe effect that a juror had prejudged the 
case and had committed perjury. Attorney- 
General Boone said openly that the case 
should be referred ; that Maxwell did not have 
afairtrial. I have heard that Gov. Marma- 
duke before his death denounced the Ding- 
felder business in the strongest terms, and 
you will be surprised to see the amountof 
sympathy that will be shown for Maxwell 
when we get up the petition.’’

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CRIME AND TRIAL. 


The Murder of C. A. Preller—Maxwell’s 
Flight, Arrest and Conviction. 


At about 10:30 o’clock on the morning of 
April 14, 1885, a most startling discovery was 
made at the Southern Hotel by Charles 
Biegers, the trunk dealer who had been called 
in to open a suspicious-looking trunk found 
in room No. 14. The trunk was the 
property of a mun who had 


registered on March 31 as Walter H. Lennox 
Maxwell, M. D. On opening the trunk the 
body of a man was discovered jammed into the 
box in a disterted position, with the head to 
one side and the knees drawn up as close as 
possible. The police were immediately noti- 
fied and an investigation made. At first 
the bod was supposed to de that 
of Maxwell, but further investigation proved 
it to be that of Maxwell’s companion, who had 
lately joined him and was registered as O. 
Arthur Preller, London, England. The body 
and trunk, just as they were first discovered, 
were transferred to the Morgue. more re- 
ulsive sight had never been seen in the 
orgue. 

The corpse was almost nude. Nota feature 
of the countenance was recognizable, being 
so discolored and distorted. Just beside the 
head was pasted a piece of white paper, with 
the inscription, ‘‘So perish all traitors 
to the great cause.’’ Clothes and 
other possessions, including] an empty 
chioroform bottle which was identified by 
Fernow, the druggist, as having been bought 
by Maxwell, pointed to Maxwell as the man 
who had committed the crime. The Gay etter 
the discovery of the crime it was well : 
lished that Maxwell had left qn the morning of 
April 6 for San Francisco, after care- 
fully circulating the information that 
he going East by the 

A number of passengers on the 

Western train positively identified the man on 
the west-bound train as Maxwell. A telegram 
was immediately sent to San Francisco to the 
Chief of Police putting him on his guard, and 
a diligent search for the fugitive was 
made. This developed the fact that the 
man had taken passage in the City of Sidney, 
which left for New Zealand on Sunday, 
the 12th of August. Extradition papers were 
secured from Secrétary of State Bayard on the 
presentation of the most complete criminal 
document ever drawn up in St. Louis, and 
Consul Gamdie at Auckland. New 
Zealand was cabled to secure 
Maxwell’s arrest on his arrival at that place. 
Local officers went out on a tender to the 
steamer Sidney, attended by the Consul, and 
aroused Maxwell from a deep sleep to place 
him under arrest. Even on awakening he 
reserved the assumed French accent which 

e hadg@Jadopted on train the from St. 
Louis. With the money en 
from Preller he obtained counsel 
to resist extradition, but was finally turned 
over to the detectives. Onthel7th of August 
he arrived in St. Louis. His trial was begun 
on the 10th of the following — and a verdict 
of guilty rendered on the 5th o June, 1886. An 
appeal was taken to the State Supreme Court 
where the case was affirmed, thoughthe em- 
ployment of Detective Dingtelder to obtain a 
confession was severely censured. The case 
was then taken to the United States Supreme 
Court where a decision was given to-day. 


CASHIER O'BRIEN SKIPPED. 


The First National Bank of Auburn, N. X., 
Closes Its Doors. 

AUBURN, N. T., January 23.—The doors of 
the First National Bank of Auburn were closed. 
this morning and the following notice posted: 

„Pending an examination of the affairs of 
this bank and in the absence the cashier of 
this bank will be closed until further notice. 
Demands payable here will be reoelved here. 

Bank-Examiner Olark arrived here Friday 
and it is supposed his visit precipitated mat- 
ters. He is now in charge of the books, 


but absolutely nothing authentic concerning 
them is known to outsiders. It is not be- 
lieved thatany defalcation has taken place, 
but thatthe whole trouble is due to misman- 
agement in lending funds on insufficient col- 
lateral and allowing customers to make large 
overdraits. A false statement was made to 
the bank examiner to conceal the true state of 
affairs, fand Cashier Charles O’Brien and Book - 
keeper Elmer E. Morse have fled the city, 
presumably taking a train west Saturday 
afternoon. Considerabie excitement pre- 
vails upon the street and the alr is 
thick with rumors. It is not believed deposit- 
ors will suffer loss, but some of smaller busi- 
ness concerns finding their source of supplies 
cut off may be forced to the wall. The annual 
statement of the bank published December 18, 
1887 ,showed a paid-up capital of $150,000 and un- 
divided ts of $42,378. The deposits subject 
to check amounted to $248,270, and demand 
certificates amounted to $356,045.

JOHN JARRETT TAKES A HAND IN THE 
‘  PHOEBE—CARLISLE CONTEST. 


The Former Laber Agitator Makes a Prop- 
osition to the Republicans—Adoption of 
the Election Committee’s Majority Re- 
port in the Thoebe-Oarlisle Case by the 
House—Nominations by the President. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aren. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., January 2%.—Within 
the past few days anew factor has appeared 
in the Thoebe—Carlisie contest, John Jar- 
rett of Pittsburg, formerly the head of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron and Steel 
workers, has been in communication with 
several prominent Republicans with a view to 
demonstrating tothem the manifest advan- 
tages to be derived from assuming and adher- 
ing to the position which the Republican mem- 
bers have held on the floor of the 
House since Thursday. Jarrett, as a oon- 
fessed champion of labor, and a man of 
influence within their ranks, has suggested 
that the Republicans make the stand 
against Carlisle, not with a view to defeat him, 
but to make capital with the labor element. 
He has insinuated that it is only necessary to 
refrain from going upon record either for or 
against Thoebe to earn the everlasting grati- 
tude of the laboring men. Jarrett’s proposi- 
tion is to run Thoebe again, and run him asa 
Republican. The advantage to be gained by 
the adoption of such a course on the part of 
the Republicans would, the crafty Jarrett in- 
sists,“@Pedound greatly to the benefit 
of that party as the ranks of the labor 
organizations are drawn largely from the 


Democrats, Jarrett’s present attitude gives 
some little significance to J. Hale Sypher’s 
statément to Lee Crandall that he could prob- 
ably secure the assistance of wealthy pro- 
tectionist friends to help pull Thoebe through. 
Jarrett is now and has been since his retire- 
ment from the Amalgamated Association the 
Secretary of the American Tinned Plate Asso- 
ciation. He has been used for years by the 
manufacturers 
AS A MOUTH-PIECE 

before the Ways and Means Committee and he 
could always be depended on to bob up as 
the representative of the working- 
men when the manufacturers wanted 
more tariff ‘‘for the rotection of 
labor.’’ Jarrett’s latest political achieve- 
ment was in Illinois, where he organized the 
opposition to Morrison and succeeded in elect- 
ing Jehu Baker. His success inthis direction 
solidified him with the Republican leaders, 
and he la now prepared to deal on a loftier 
basis. A notable incidentin Jarrett’s career 
occurred .during Arthur’s administration. 
When the Bureau of Labor was organized Jar- 
rett was in the hey-dey of his power as Pres- 
dent of the Amalgamated Association. He 
was pressed by Pennsylvania manufacturing 
interests, employers and employes for 
the osition of head 0. the 
new ureau, and President Arthur 
finally appointed him. The Senate confirmed 
the appointment, and Jarrett only needed his 
commission to assume the duties of the office, 
The report reached the President’s ears, how- 
ever, that Jarrett, in a recent speech, had said 
that Arthur was more fit to be ascullion in 
the White House kitchen than to sit in the 
Execative chair.’’

THE ST. LOUIS CHESS CHAMPION WINS THE 
SERIES. 


The Deciding Game Piayed To-Day—Fin- 
ished at One Sittipg—The “Tennessee 
Morphy’’ Lowers His Colors—Scenes 
About the Table—Excitement at the Fin- 
ish—The Play. 


It's all over,“ sald one of a group around 
a little round table. 

A blonde young man threw his cigar into the 
spittoon and rose flushed and fevered from his 
chair and shook himself like one who has 
awakened from a trance.

„ January %.—Yesterday 1 had a 
long talk with William O’Brien, although 
much against the wish of his medidal adviser, 
who states that the condition of his health 
causes the greatest anxiety. The three 
months’ imprisonment has left ite marks on 
the already fragile physique and the ex-cap- 
tive looks attenuated enough to sit for the 
study of some ascetic who has spent his life 
in fasting. Letters of congratulation were 
piled about him and telegrams in sheaves 
from seme of the most prominent of English 
politicians, littered the room. Of the rest 
demonstration in Dublin on the night 
of his release, he merely said that 
such outbursts of enthusiasm in the 
national cause were matters of course with 
the Irish people. Now for his future move- 
ments. He has made no plans nor does he 
think it necessary, for so far from the spirit of 
the people being cowed, it has mounted to a 
degree far beyond his former experience, and 
now the quietest commercial and professional 
men have been so irfitated by the brutality of 
the Government that they are willing te run 
any risk of imprisonment or police violence. 
The League is, he believes deeper rooted than 
ever, and Balfour has not mustered cour- 
age to cough at 1,500 out of the 
1,800 branches whose influence is—jevery 
bit as powerful as ever.

Mr. Balfour insisted again and 
again that the blunder of all former coercion- 
ists was that they did not make imprisonment 
utterly unbearable, physically and morally, 
and he seemed to grasp at the delicacy of Mr. 
Dillon and others as the all-important 
elementin his calculations. Of course, my 
evidence as to Mr. Balfour’s actual intentions 
is derived from what Mr. Blunt stated te me 
before I was imprisoned, but if Mr. Blunt had 
never opened his lips on the subject the course 
Mr. Balfour has since taken is in itself conclu- 
sive evidence that he was prepared to push 
matters to the extreme he contemplated in his 
ehat to Mr. Blunt until public opinion began 
ta daunt him.’’

MONTREAL'S CRIPPLED FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
- MowrrzaL, January 23.—The fire brigade 10 
ine pitiable plight, the hose being frozen, 
several of the engines having broken down and 
the salvage covers destroyed, The fire under 
writers organized a fire patrol Saturday night 
and sent them to the stations to ascertain the 
exact state ot affairs. On their return they re- 
ported that there were only six men in the 
brigade fit for duty, the rest being either 
hurt or frostbitten and that the horses were 
nearly exhausted. The corporation had re- 
placed the men with the fire brigades of the 
Canadian Pacific and Grand Trunk Railways 
and the Canadian Rubber Company.

THE PLAINTIFF WINS, 


Chester Snow Again Secures a Heavy Judg- 
ment Against John B. Alley. 


DEDHAM, Mass., January 23.—The jury in the 
famous case of Chester Snow vs. John B. Alley 
this morning returned a verdict of $98,657 for 
the plaintiff. The plaintiff alleged that he 
gave 150 bonds of the Postal Tele- 
graph Company to Alley on the 
agreement that Alley should advance 
$20,000 and try to promote the success of 
the enterprise. Alley failed to keep his part 
of the contract and therefore he sought to re- 
cover the bonds, which were valued at $150,000. 
Alley denied making such an agreement and 
claimed the bonds were given to him with- 
out any such restriction. He alleged 
that it was necessary for the company to build 
aline between New York and Chicago, and 
this could not be done without his assistance, 
and he refused to construct it unless he re- 
ceived 200 bonds. The case had already been 
tried three times. At the third trial the jury 
returned a verdict of $102,000for the plaintiff. 
Alley carried the case tothe Supreme Court 
and secured a setting aside of the verdict on 
the ground that the Judge’s rulings were er- 
roneous.

SOLD MEAT AND PIES. 
The Parallel Cases of Leland Stanford and 
Hallet Kilbourn. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. o., January 8. In the fall 
1850, Leland Stanford was running a butcher 
shop at Michigan Bluffs, Placer Co., Cal., and 
delivered steaks and joints from the panniers 
on a mule’s back, to the hungry miners of the 
surrounding mining camps. Mr. Stanford was 
an excellent butcher and did a good business. 
At the same time, In the fall of 1850, Hallet

K. 1861 Leland was inaugura 
vernor of California, and n be- 
came United States Senator from that State. 
In 1861 Hallet Kilbourn came to Washington, 
was appointed a olerk in Department of 
the Interlor and subsequen became chief 
clerk of the Department. In 1876 Hallet Kil- 
bourn was arrested and incarcerated in the 
District jail by order of the House of Repre- 
sentatives for refusing to testify or produce 
his private books and papers for the inspec- 
tion of an inquisitorial investigating committee 
of the House. After six weeks in durance vile 
Mr. Kilbourn was discharged from custody on 
a writ of habeas corpus, and at once brought 
suit against the Sergeant-at-Arms of the House 
for false imprisonment. In due course the 
case reached the Supreme Court of the United 
States and that body unanimously decided 
that Mr. Kilbourn had been falsely imprisoned 
and thatthe Sergeant-at-Arms the House 
was liable for damages. Mr. Kilbourn sub- 
sequently obtained judgment for $25,000 against 
that person, which sum Congress appropriated 
and it was paid to Mr. Kilbourn just nine years 
after his illegal arrest. 
STANFORD'S CASE. 

In 1887 the commission created Oongress 
to investigate the affairs of the Pacific Rail- 
roads examined Senator Stanford as a witness, 
and to certain interrogatories propounded by 
the commission the Senator refused to testify, 
An order was issued for the arrest of the Sen- 
ator as a contumacious witness. The Senator 
appealed to the United States District Court 
and pleaded in bar of the proposed arrest the 
case of Kilbourn vs. the Sergeant-at-Arms of 
the House. The Court sustained the plea 
and Senator Stanford escaped imprisonment 
and retained his libe by virtue of the pre- 
cedent established by Mr. Kilbourn’s success- 
ful nine years’ plucky fight against Congress. 
When arrested by order of the House in 1876, 
Mr. Kilbourn was residing in his spacious 
house, corner of K street and Farragut square, 
which he had erected afew years previous. 
Senator Leland Stanford, e many times 
millionaire from California, now occupies 
this same house, bulle and formerly 
occupied by Mr. Kilbourn. Mr. Kilbourn oc. 
cupies elegant apartments at the Portland and 
isthe principal owner and manager of the 
bright and enterprising Washington Critic. 
Although thus somewhat Hnked together by 
these few incidents in their lives, it is stated 
that these Ualifornia pioneers—the butcher 
and the baker—have never personally met 
each other.

A BEMARKABLE CASE. 


The Trial of T. J. Swanson for the Attempted 
Murder of Anderson Teague.

Corsicana, Tex., January 23.—A remarkable 
trial was this morning decided. Anderson 
Teague bought from T. J. Swanson a large 
piece of land. In November, 1887, the note 
became due. Teague went to the house of 
Swanson to bring him here, having made ar- 
rangements to meet thenotes. Swanson lived 
thirty miles from town. They started for 


Corsicana early in the morning. About three 
miles from town, after hard driving all day, 
one of their horses dropped dead. They un- 
hitched the other horse and started afoot. 
Swanson knew Teague had money, which he 
demanded ostensibly to pay for expenses at 
a hotel at which he could stop. Te 0 
refused, and Swanson immediately pulled 
his pistol. Teague begged for his lifé and ran. 
Swanson pursued and shot him through the 
body, perforating hie lun Swanson sup- 
posed bim dead, and turned over the wounded 
man and robbed him. He then walked to 
town, ate supper, and took a train for his 
home.. Many people saw and conversed with 
him, yet he setup a piea of slibi, which was 
vigorously sustained, despite the evidence of 
the supposed murdered man, who had recov- 
ered and was on the stand to testify. The case 
went to trial Friday. The Judge charged the 
jury Saturday. The jury were out until to day, 
when they rendered a verdict assessing his 
punishment at four years in the State’s 
prison.

PROHIBITION IN MAINE, 


The Supreme Court Knocks Out the:Prima 
Facie Clause,

PORTLAND, Me., January 23.—The Supreme 
Court, in a test case made Saturday, has pulled 
all the teeth from the new ‘‘prima facie 
elause’’ in the liquor law passed last year. In 
the case of the State against one barrel of 
brandy (OC. H. Guppy, claimant), which was 
tried in the Superior Court of Cumberland 
County, the presiding Judge instructed the 
ury, as a matter of law, that the fact of 
he payment of the United States liquor 
tax, unless explained, was conclusive eyi- 
dence that the person paying it was a 
common seller of intoxicating liquors, To this 
instruction the defendant excepted. Judges 
Walton, Peters, Virgin, Libby, Foster and 
Haskell concur in the opinion fast 
the point raised in this exception.

A PECULIAR CASE. 


Mrs. Fisher Falsely Swears to Murdering 
Her Husband. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

ROCHESTER, Minn., January 23.—About a 
week ago aman named Wm. H. Fisher was 
arrested in this city on complaint of an ama- 
teur detective from Michigan. Fisher for- 
merly Hved in the woods near Monitor, Mich. 
There he met a fellow-woodsman named J. 
W. Wallace and allowed him to make his home 
in the Fisher mansion. On November (Fisher 
lefthis home. He claims there was no un- 


usual intimacy between Wallace and bis wife, 
who bade him an affectionate good-bye, but it 
has been ascertained that his send-off wasa 
peculiar one, Fisher, Wallace and 
Fisher’s eldest son went to the officer 
at Bay — 1 in charge ‘of the county 
pee where Wallace represented himseif as 
eing the head of the family; that Fisher was 
stopping with him; that he could not keep him 
any longer and that if the officer would pay 
Fisher’s fare to Chicago Wallace would con- 
tribute toward it. The officer, seeing a 
chance ge rid of a — — coun 
charge, took Wallace’s sé an wentout an 
bought the ticket and Fisher started. Soon 
the suspicion became 4 — that Wallace 
and Mrs. Fisher had made away with him and 
they were both arrested on the 
of this month. At the preliminary ex- 
amination eld at Bay Oity Mrs. 
Fisher testified that she murdered Fish- 
er in the house by pounding him on the head 
with a hammer, and she told of washing away 
the blood, the stains of which were found on 
the floor and walls, and are still there. The 
boy Charley testified that he was present, and 
saw his mother murder his father with the 
hammer; that he helped Wallace to carry the 
dead body to a place in the woods about half a 
mile from the house, and that his mother went 
along, carrying two spades, with which Wal- 
lace and the buried the murdered man. 
Mrs. Fisher, Wallace and the boy were com- 
mitted to jail to await trial for murder. 

A few 2 ago a letter was received at Ba 
Oity b rg. Fisher, the writing on whic 
was believed to be the same as that in a con- 
tract that had been written by Fisher. The 
letter was trom Kendall, Wis. James Gilbert 
an intelligent farmer,who was well acquainted 
with Fisher, went to Kendall and from there 
tracked him to Winona and thence to 
Rochester. Marshal halb soon found Fisher 
and took him in custody. He was readily 
recognized by his neighbor, Gilbert. 
Fisher seemed greatly surprised to learn that 
he was a murdered corps, and said he had 
not even been struck by his wife and could 
not account in any way for the bloodstains in 
the house. His wife and son had lied without 
the least apparent reason. He said he was 
trying to make his way to Carrington, Dak., 
where he had been told he could probably get 
work. Mr. Gilbert did not seem to have an 
use for Fisher after finding him, beyon 
getting an affidavit from him as to his move- 
ments since leaving home.

A NOVEL SUICIDE.

‘FRANZ KENTLING, A MEDICAL STUDENT, 


TAKES HIS OWN Lire, 


Leaving Behind „ Remarkable Decument 
Full of Strange Requests and Bequestse— 
His Bedy Goes to the Medical College 
Where He Staudied—A Man Who Sought 
His Own Death Very Deliberately. 


The police received notice to-day that Franz 


Kentling, a medical smdent, 29 years of age, th 


had died suddenly ata. m. at his boarding- 
house, No. 265] Olive street. A letter left by 
him addressed to Thomas Douglas, a fellow - 
student, shows it to be a case of suicide, 
Kentling was a German and married, 
and came here from Christian County, 
where his wife and two ehildren reside, 
to study medicine. He has been attending 
school at the Missouri Medical College. Itis 
said that his progress in his studies has not 
been satisfactory and this is believed to be the 
cause of his suicide. The letter left by him is 
a strange one, and in it he makes his will and 
donates his body to the Missouri Medical Col - 
lege for scientific purposes. There was $29.35 
found on him. His letter is as follows:

The erime for which Dan Driscoll] was exe- 
cuted was the killing of Elizabeth Gar- 
rity, or Beese Garrity, as she was 
generally called, at 4 ‘clock on the 
morning of June 26, 1886, It was the closing 
exploit of a series of crimes that had won 
Driscoll an evil notoriety among his associates

Beezte Garrity, the Murdered Woman. 
**Whyvus,’’ one of the worst of the many gangs 
of law-breakers that infest the city. Driscoll 
was born in 1858 in the old Bloody Sixth’’ 
Ward, and grew up to manhood there. When 
only 17 years old he was arrested for’ 
picking pockets and sentenced to 
the penitentiary. A few months 
after serving his time he was convicted under 
the name of George Wallace, of the theft of a 
watch, and was again sent to the penitentiary.

THE FROZEN RIVER. 


Danger Apprehended by the Boatmen—The 
Outlbok on All Sides. 


As predicted in POST-DISPATOH on Friday 
afternoon, the river became ice bridged at this 
point yesterday and last night. The founda- 
tion for the block here is the gorge at Caron- 
delet, which formed there on Saturday. It is 


not simply a gorge here but a solid blockade 
from Carondelet up, and is perhaps stronger 
if anything than the previous gorge was. 
The back water held by the Oarondelet gorge 
has raised the river up here to over twelve feet 
and the ice is covered with water from three 
to five inches deep. The ice is mee up in fan- 
tastic shapes along the river as it was left by 
the crowded water and it presents quite a pict- 
uresque scene. 

The crowding ice along the lower levee yes- 
terday afternoon shoved the City of St. Louis 
and City of Vidksburg out on the bank, but 
did no further damage.
